Re: Official Language Bill 

Some time ago I was interviewed 
by Mr. Armin Hecht of the Edmon¬ 
ton Journal regarding my opinions 
of the current Official Language 
bill now under discussion in the 
House of Commons. I have had 
many telephone calls and several 
letters complimenting me on the 
stand I took in this matter. I 
thought it might be interesting for 
the readers of the Scandinavian 
News to know that the Scandinavian 
Centre made a submission to the 
Royal Commission on Bilingualism 
and Biculturalism. I enclose this 
article. It was written by a former 
director, Mr. Gus Hansen, and ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Directors 
of the Scandinavian Centre. 

I also enclose an address by The 
Honorable J. T. Thorson on Bi¬ 
lingualism in the Ontario Courts, 
which gives the historical back¬ 
ground of the current official lan¬ 
guage bill.

I might add that The Honorable 
J. T. Thorson is an outstanding 
lawyer and is of Icelandic back¬ 
ground.

ADDRESS 

By Hon. J. T. Thorson 
On Bilingualism in the 
Ontario Courts — 

Is it Justified? 

To Comparative Law Sub-section of 
Ontario Section of 
Canadian Bar Association 

WINDSOR, Ontario — February 
8, 1969. 

I welcome the opportunity of tak¬ 
ing part in this discussion of the 
subject of Bilingualism in the Courts 
of Ontario and thank the members 
of tire Ontario Section of the Cana¬ 
dian Bar Association for the invita¬ 
tion extended to me. 

It has been suggested that I 
should express my opinion on three 
specific questions, namely, 

1. (a) Can a litigant in either a 
civil or criminal case in the Ontario 
Courts have the proceedings con¬ 
ducted in the French language? 

(b) What is the nature of the new 
legislation (if any) required to per¬ 
mit a litigant to do so: 

(I) in civil matters 

(II) in criminal matters? 

2. What justification is there for 
introducing bilingualism in the On¬ 
tario Courts? 

3. Assuming the valid enactment 
the Official Languages Act by Par¬ 
liament should not the privileges ac¬ 
corded the accused in a criminal 
case by section 11 (3) be extended 
to a party in a civil case?” 

It is essential of the question 
whether there is any justification 
for introducing bilingualism in the 
Ontario Courts that the situation in 
the Province of Canada which led 
to its federation with the Provinces 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
in 1867 should be fully understood 
and that the role of section 133 of 
the British North America Act in 
the scheme of Confederation should 
be clearly realized. 

Section 133 defined in precise 
terms the exact legal status of the 
French and English languages in 
the new poltical union, the Domi¬ 
nion of Canada, that was establish¬ 
ed by the British North America Act 
in 1867. That definition remains in 
full force and effect in the Canada 
of today as an essential element of 


The Scandinavian Centre Co- 
Operative Association is a vigorous 
Society composed of Canadians with 
a Scandinavian background, which 
is open to any good citizen who is 
interested in Scandinavia. The aim 
of the Society is to preserve the best 
in our old Scandinavian culture and 
introduce it into our multi-cultural 
country, and to assist immigrants 
from Scandinavia to become good 
Canadians. The language of the So¬ 
ciety is English, and we consider 
a Canadian who does not speak 
English to be a second-class citizen 
— whether he comes from Scandi¬ 
navia, Central Europe or French 
Canada. 

At the time of Confederation, 
Canada’s population was fairly 
evenly divided as far as language 
was concerned. French was the di¬ 
plomatic language of the world and 
considered just as important as 
English as a second language in the 
best educated countries of the 
world. The last fifty years, however, 
have seen a great change in this 
situation, especially with the United 
States emerging as World Power 
Number One. English has gained 
tremendously at the expense of 
French. English has become uni¬ 
versally used in commerce and 
science, so there is very little need 
for an English-speaking person to 
learn other languages. This places 
us in a very favoured position — as 
more and more stress must be laid 
on Scientific Research if our West¬ 
ern Civilization is to keep the lead 
it now enjoys. Some language study 
may be needed in connection with 


the Canadian Constitution. It pro¬ 
vides as follows: 

“133. Either the English or the 
French language may be used by 
any Person in the Debates of the 
Houses of the Parliament of Canada 
and of the Houses of the Legisla¬ 
ture of Quebec; and both those 
languages shall be used in the re¬ 
spective Records and Journals of 
those Houses; and either of those 
languages may be used by any Per¬ 
son or in any Pleading or Process 
in or issuing from any Court of 
Canada established under this Act, 
and in and from all or any of the 
Court of Quebec. 

The Acts of the Parliament of 
Canada and of the Legislature of 
Quebec shall be printed and pub¬ 
lished in both those languages.” 

Thus it is only in the debates in 
the Parliament of Canada and the 
Legislature of Quebec and in the 
federal Courts, for example, the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada and the ex¬ 
chequer Court of Canada and in 
the Courts of Quebec, that the 
French and English languages stand 
on the footing of equality of status 
with one another. Either language 
is permissible in the specified areas 
and neither language is compulsory. 
And it is only in the cases specified, 
namely, in the case of the records 
and journals of the Parliament of 
Canada and the Legislature of Que¬ 
bec and in the case of the printing 
and publishing of the Acts of the 
Parliament of Canada and the 
Legislature of Quebec that both 
French and English must be used. 

There is nothing in section 133 of 
the British North America Act or 
in any other section of it or in any 
lay that makes French an official 
language throughout Canada or 
gives it the status of equality with 
English throughout Canada. 

Two legal consequences follow 
from the precise terms of the sec¬ 
tion. One is that except as specified 
in the section, French is not an offi¬ 
cial language of Canada any where 
in Canada. The other is that, ex¬ 
cept as specified in the section, the 
French language does not have any 
special status anywhere in Canada. 
As a matter of law, except for the 


Scientific Research, but German or 
Russian is now more important than 
is French. We therefore feel that 
language study — other than English 
— should be optional, and that the 
only place where bilingualism is 
needed is in French-speaking Can¬ 
ada. 

In the early days of Canada, some 
French came west, mostly in the 
service of the British, European and 
American trading companies, but 
not many settled down. Most of 
those who did became absorbed by 
the native population. English- 
speaking Canadians, however, had 
the vision and initiative to colonize 
the rest of Canada. They were able 
to induce foreign capital to invest 
in Canada, and immigrants from 
many countries rallied behind them. 
Today three-fourths of Canada is 
English-speaking and multi-cultural. 
French Canada received practically 
no immigrants, as they did not in¬ 
vite them and had very little to 
offer them — their standard of liv¬ 
ing, education, etc., being lower 
than that of most of the newcomers. 

It was not until the beginning of 
this Century that a fair number of 
French Canadians moved westward. 
French Canada had become so over¬ 
crowded that the Church realized 
that something had to be done. 
Therefore, it organized, financed 
and led a considerable number of 
colonists to the prairie provinces, 
where they endeavoured to establish 
solid French Canadian settlements 
centered around the imposing 
Church that was always built on ar¬ 
rival in the new district. They have 


equality of status with English spe¬ 
cified in the section, the French 
language does not have any greater 
status anywhere in Canada than 
that of any of the languages spoken 
in Canada by persons of origins 
other than English or French, such 
as, for example, German or Ukrai¬ 
nian. 

Moreover, the Judicature Act of 
Ontario, R.S.O., 1960, Chapter 197, 
prescribes that the language of the 
Ontario Courts shall be in English 
only. Its terms are as follows: 

“124. Writs, pleadings and pro¬ 
ceedings in all courts shall be in 
the English language only, but the 
proper or known names of writs or 
other process, or technical words, 
may be in the same language as has 
been commonly used. R.S.O., 1950, 
c. 190, s. 122”. 

Reference should, also be made 
to the decision of the Supreme 
Court of New Brunswick in IN re 
application by Jacques Belisle and 
Jacques Moreau, dated June 4, 
1968, that the law in force in New 
Brunswick requires that criminal 
proceedings in all provincial courts 
be conducted in English. I express 
the opinion that the principle of this 
decision is also applicable in the 
case of criminal proceeding in On¬ 
tario. 

Under the existing law a litigant 
does not have any legal right in 
either a civil or a criminal case in 
the Ontario Courts to have the pro¬ 
ceedings conducted in the French 
language. It follows, accordingly, 
that there is no legal justification 
for introducing bilingualism in the 
Ontario Courts. 

Nor is there any historical or con¬ 
stitutional justificaiton for such in¬ 
troduction. On the contrary, the 
historical and constitutional facts 
are overwhelmingly against it. 

The question of linguistic rights 
been a- difficult and vexations one 
ever since the end of tire French 
regime in 1759 and recent events 
in Quebec and elsewhere, particul¬ 
arly in the Prairie Provinces, dem¬ 
onstrate that it is still a matter of 
acute concern. 

It. is not possible, in the short 
space of these remarks to review 


failed, however, to keep English- 
speaking Canadians out, and the 
younger generations are mixing 
freely with settlers surrounding 
them, and in many cases inter-mar¬ 
rying with them. The result is in¬ 
variably English-speaking Cana¬ 
dians, so in most of these settle¬ 
ments English overshadows French 
today, and French is doomed to dis¬ 
appear in a few more generations. 
The following letter from the Ed¬ 
monton Journal is self-explanatory; 
it speaks for the great majority of 
French Canadians in four-fifths of 
Canada: 

“Sir: 

Like Louis St. Laurent, Lionel 
Chevrier, and others, I am a Cana¬ 
dian of French descent, not a 
French-Canadian. I abhor being 
tarred with the same brush as the 
Quebec Frenchmen. In Alberta, 
where we have some fine com¬ 
munities of people of French des¬ 
cent, we know of no discrimination, 
and can have the same opportunities 
as anyone else. None of us could 
be forced to go to live in Quebec, 
where they live as their ancestors 
remembered France 300 years ago. 

Their average education is grade 
five, for which they can blame only 
themselves. The clergy in the par¬ 
ochial schools have a great deal of 
responsibility for the French non¬ 
integration, as they have always 
taught that if you lose the mother 
tongue you lose your religion: they 
should check in France itself and 
see where the blame can be placed. 

Only the French fanatics, politi¬ 
cians and so-called educators are 


the legislation bearing on the sub¬ 
ject prior to 1867, such as the Royal 
Proclamation of 1763, the Quebec 
Act of 1774, the Constitutional Act 
of 1791 and the Act of Union of 
1840. But it is important for a 
proper understanding of the ques¬ 
tion under consideration to outline 
the situation that existed in the 
Province of Canada that had been 
created by the Act of Union of 
1840. This will assist in appreciation 
of the need for the Confederation 
that was accomplished in 1867 by 
the British North America Act and 
and an understanding of the pur¬ 
pose of the inclusion of section 133 
in it. 

It is an undisputed fact of his¬ 
tory that the Act of Union of 1840 
to establish a dual English-French 
Colony ended in a dismal failure. 
There was, of course, no attempt 
at the time to establish a dual 
English-French Canadian national¬ 
ity, such as that which is now being 
attempted, for the province was a 
British Colony and the idea of a 
separate Canadian nationality had 
not yet been conceived. 

Soon after the Quebec Act of 
1774 the United Empire Loyalists 
began to flock into Upper Canada. 
Their arrival made the Quebec Act 
unsatisfactory. The new character 
of the country demanded a new 
constitution. One assembly for the 
whole Colony became impossible. 
There was too great a difference 
between the older society on the 
lower St. Lawrence and the new 
settlements west of the Ottawa 
River. The latter desired a separate 
government of their own. The re¬ 
result was that by the Constitution¬ 
al Act of 1791, the Province of Que¬ 
bec, as it had been established 
under the Quebec Act of 1774, was 
divided into Lower Canada and 
Upper Canada, each with a govern¬ 
ment based on the traditional Engl¬ 
ish colonial pattern. 

The new arrangement was not a 
success. In Lower Canada the 
French and English elements were 
pitted against each other, each 
struggling for self preservation. 


falling over themselves and encour¬ 
aging Quebec extremism. 

Why didn’t the Quebec French 
help France in the last two world 
wars? The rest of us Canadians did. 
Why weren’t thousands punished for 
refusing to answer the army call-up 
during World War II? They were 
deliberately breaking the law.” 

Scandinavian immigrants have 
played a leading role in the develop¬ 
ment of Canada. As a class they 
came well educated and with a good 
training in many trades and pro¬ 
fessions. Many were able to speak 
English, and the rest learned quick¬ 
ly. Coming from advanced, demo¬ 
cratic countries and being willing 
to work and learn, they quickly be¬ 
came highly respected Canadian 
citizens. Agriculture, lumbering, 
mining, construction and fishing are 
the main fields in which Scandina¬ 
vians have been prominent. 

You have possibly noticed that 
five Alberta Cabinet Ministers have 
Scandinavian names. This indicates 
the standing of Canadians of Scan¬ 
dinavian descent in our multi-cul¬ 
tural country. 

We stand for a strong, democra¬ 
tic English-spenaking Canada, and 
we feel confident that it will come 
in time. It is impossible for a small 
group to alter the natural trend of 
progress.

There was little wonder that Lord 
Elgin described the situation in 
Lower Canada as that of “two na¬ 
tions warring in the bosom of a 
single state”. In Upper Canada 
there were financial difficulties that 
threatened it with bankruptcy. 
Moreover, there were uprisings in 
1837 against the systems of gov¬ 
ernment in each province, led by 
Louis Papineau in Lower panada 
and William Lyon Mackenzie in 
Upper Canada. The uprisings had a 
good result in that Lord Durham in 
his Report advocated the federa¬ 
tion of the British Colonies in North 
America but the Maritime provinces 
were not yet ready for union with 
Canada. It was decided that the 
only thing to do was to unite the 
two Canadas. This was done by the 
Imperial Parliament by the Union 
Act of 1840. 

It was hoped that the Union 
would rescue Upper Canada from 
bankruptcy and also prevent the 
increasing dominance of the French 
in Lower Canada. There was to be 
one assembly with an English 
speaking majority. 

The Act of Union was unjust to 
the French in several respects. Up¬ 
per Canada had piled up a large 
deficit which Lower Canada had to 
share. English was to be the only 
official language of Canada, de¬ 
priving the French of the equality 
of status of French with English 
which they had enjoyed in Lower 
Canada. Upper Canada was given 
the same number of seats in the 
new legislature as those given to 
Lower Canada, thus preventing the 
French from having more than a 
helpless minority in the new assem¬ 
bly.
